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On the occasion of the 50th 
anniversary of the founding of 
our Movement, it is fitting to 
pause to consider the relevancy 
of National Socialism to the con- 
temporary needs of our race, 
both in America and throughout 
the world. 

This is somewhat necessary, 
in fact, because there have been 
those on the fringes of the Move- 
ment from time to time who— 
along with our outright ene- 
mies-have insisted that National 
Socialism died amid the smolder- 
ing ruins of Berlin in 1945. One 
would prefer to ignore the de- 
featist assertions of these ideo- 
logical troglodytes, except for 
the fact that they sometimes 
succeed in confusing and poison- 
ing the minds of otherwise good 
potential National Socialists with 
their myopic nonsense. 

Upon analysis, we find that 
the myth of the supposed de- 
mise of National Socialism rests 
on two basic premises: (1) that 
National Socialism was a strictly 
German phenomenon incapable 
of wider application; and (2) that 
National Socialism was nothing 
more than a highly-organized 
power structure with spectacular 
and exciting trappings. If a per- 
son accepts these premises, it 
logically follows that he would 
be convinced that the military 
collapse of National Socialist 
Germany spelled the definitive 
defeat of National Socialism it- 
self. 

But this conception -or 
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two things: (a) that the essen- 
tial truths of National Socialism 




Today the mighty Idea repre- 
sented by our Movement is more 
pertinent to the problems and 
conditions which confront our 
race than ever before. There is, 
in fact, no single outstanding 
problem affecting the White man 
which can be solved outside a 
National Socialist framework. 
Whether it be a question of the 
Negro presence in our country; 
of crime. in the streets; of urban 
sprawl; of the pollution of our 
environment; of the widespread- 
use of mind-stunting drugs; of 
the dissolution of family life; of 
the increasing Jewish domina- 
tion of our national life; of polit- 
ical corruption and bankruptcy; 
of - Marxist subversion; of eco- 
nomic instability; or of cultural 
and moral syphilis—none of 
these problems can ever be re- 
solved without applying those 
timeless principles laid down by 
Adolf Hitler which form the 
basis of our philosophy. 

Into a world hopelessly sunk 
in the mire of decadence and 
materialism, Adolf Hitler came 
to restate certain eternal truths 
and to remind Aryan man of his 
sacred obligation to his race. 
Into a sick and cynical world of 
rationalism and egoism, he intro- 
duced a revolutionary, new Doc- 
trine based on racial idealism— of 
selfless love and concern for 
one's own race as something 
greater and more important than 
anything else on this earth. 

That fundamental concept is 

L as pertinent today as it was when 
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50 years ago. It is, in fact, the 
only Idea relevant to the crucial 
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There is more than a trace of 
irony in the current confronta- 
tion between the National Black 
Economic Development Confer- 
ence (NBEDC), led by Black 
militant James Forman, and the 
nation’s White churches. 

Forman, who also bears the 
pretentious title, “Director of 
International Affairs” for the 
Student Nonviolent Co-ordina- 
ting Committee (SNCC), has 
issued a “Black Manifesto” de- 
manding $500 million in “repa- 
rations” from White churches 
for their role in “exploiting the 
Black people in this country.” 

The Lutherans were the first 
major church group approached 
by the Blacks. A bill for then- 
share of the reparations— which 
came to $50 miliion-was nailed 
to the door of the Lutheran 
church headquarters in New 
York City, while Lutheran offi- 
cials milled about in confusion. 
The Episcopalians, Presbyterians, 
Baptists, Methodists and Roman 
Catholics received their bills in 
short order. 

The whole business had its 
origin with a predominantly 
White church group: the In- 
terreligious Foundation for Com- 
munity Organizations (IFCO). 
This -liberal group had called a 
number of Black leaders togeth- 
er— among them, Forman— in De- 
troit earlier this year for dis- 
cussions on various ways of 
building up Black economic 
power. The result was the 
NBEDC, with Forman in charge.
